As 
the Corfairs have lately taken feveral Ships in thofe 
Seas, the Republick has fent out two Galleys to 
five them Chace. ——Great Preparations are mak 
ng at our Town-Houle aguainft the 4th of April, 
when the Peace with the Emperor is to be pro- 
claimed.
